j ADVICES PIERCING CENSORSHIP INDICATE 


Balkans Fear New Nazi Thrust 


By HUGO SPECK 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 21. —| 


(BUP) — Reliable advices 
coming today through the 
blanket of Nazi censorship in 
the Balkans told of a series 
of important developments 
that indicated grave fear of a 
new German thrust in the 
southeast despite serious set- 
backs in the war against 
Russia. 

The developments, as reported 
by travellers arriving from Rwu- 
mania, included: 

1—Germany is assembling new 
armed forces, including aviation, in 
Bulgaria indicating that Adolf Hit- 
ler still is planning to move on the 
near east through Turkey (by force 
if necessary) in co-ordination with 
the Nazi offensive into south Rus- 
sia and probably depending on de- 
velopments along the eastern front. 
At least 200,000 German troops were 
reported near the Turkish border. 


UPRISING POSSIBLE 

Q—Axis war vessels, including 
half a dozen German-built Ruman- 
ian submarines, have beenemoved 
to the Black sea area for use against 
the Red fleet, 

3—Rumanian sources believed 
that any German attack on Turkey 
would cause a serious uprising 
against Germany in the Balkans if 
the Turks resisted seriously. Great 
Opposition to the Nazis was report- 
ed in Bulgaria and Rumania, with 
the Rumaniang feeling they were 
victims of a Germanic plot. 

4—Russian air raids have caused 
tremendous destruction in the Ru- 
manian oil fields and on communi- 
cation lines, reportedly cutting off 
important supplies for the Axis 
armies in Russia, 

§—Hospital trains from the east- 
ern front were “pouring scores of 
thousands of German wounded” into 
Rumanian hospitals and so many 
schoo] buildings have been taken 
over for the wounded that the 
schools probably will not be per- 
mitted to reopen this autumn. 

@—All Jews in Bucharest be- 
tween 18 and 50 were ordered to 
report to the war department for 
labor assignments. 


REPORT RESISTANCE 

(An uNconfirmed report publish- 
ed at Stockholm said that italy was 
attempting to ‘send trovps into 
Croatig and had met resistance.) 

Travelers said that there were 
many reports that Jews numbering 
in the thousands had been killed at 
such centres as Jatsy after the 
German troops took over in Ru- 
mania.

OTTAWA, Aug. 21.— Federal 
wheat policy will not be changed 
but will adhere to the lines out- 
lined last spring, it was learned 
here today. This is understood to 
be the government's § decision 
after consideration of recent re- 
quests for $1 wheat and other sub- 
missions from the West. 

A Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 
delegation on August 9 asked for 
reconsideration of minimum price, 
freezing of the carryover. The gov- 
ernment's policy is to maintain the 
guaranteed price at 70 cents, accept 
230,000,000 bushels of new crop 
wheat, and provide wheat acreage 
reduction bonuses. No considera- 
tions advanced so far have been 
deemed sufficient to warrant 
changes in policy at the present 
Stage. 

At the present stage, market 
prices in the West are running three 
or four cents higher than the peg. 
and wheat is being sold at the open 
market. The crop is relatively short 


DRAW ON SURPLUS 
The proposal that the carryover 
of 430,000,000 bushels be “frozen,” 


as viewed here,-would involve a 
fundamental change that might 
vitiate the whole policy, If deliv- 


erles from the relatively light 1941 
crop are insufficient to cover the 
wheat board's purchases of 230,000,- 
000 bushels, the board will draw 
on the surplus in store, But if the 
surplus was regarded as frozen and 
inaccessible for current needs, the 
short crrop would result in a prob- 
able rise in price, 

The figure of 230,000,000 bushels

But the Saskatchewan Milk Con- 
trol Board has raised city prices 
two cents a quart to 13 cents, the 
Manitoba Milk Board is reported 
considering an increase of a cent 
a@ quart, and the Ontario Milk 
Board is maintaining a price of 12 
cents throughout the province. 
Shortages of feed are given as the 
main factor in rising milk prices, 
but the war prices board, as official 
guardian of consumers interests, 
may be called to determine whether 
the provincia] boards are guarding 
the interests of producers and dis- 
tributors to the detriment of the 
consumer, 


CONFERENCES UNDER WAY 

Meanwhile, a succession of im- 
portant conferences among senior 
federal officials is under way pre- 
liminary to placing the war prices 
board under the finance depart- 
ment, tying it up with other war 
time controls, and enlarging its 
policing powers to cover all con- 
sumers goods rather than just the 
necessaries of life. 

The storm signals of price infla- 
tion are seen plainly in latest index 
readings by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. The cost of living in- 
dex is up more than 10 per cent 
since the start of war, and the 
sharpest rise is in food prices which 
rose 2.8 points, vegetables, meats 
and fish rose more than five points 
in June.

Former French 
Premier Lauds 
Great Britain 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21—(AP)—, 
Edward Herriot, former premier 
of France and mayor of Lyons, 
has written “from the depths of 
solitude” a memoir expressing 
“fervent admiration” for Great 
Britain and the United States, 


The current American Mercury 
observes that “the world will re- 
cognize this article as an act of 
courage and patriotism.” 

The magazine, calling the article 
the first written since the armistice 
by a democratic French s‘atesman 
still residing in France, says it 
“carefully avoids direct discus- 
sion of the current tragedy.” 

“Among the memories which fill 
my journal,” writes Herriot, “the 
most preciots to me in these 
tragic days we are Niving through 
are the ones that bring back the 
beginnings of my cordial relations 
with two nations for which my 
admiration today is more fervent 
than ever—Great Britain and the 
United States.” 


Herriot speaks mostly of his work 
as mayor of Lyons, a post he held 
from 1905 to 1940. He speaks little 
of his days in the French cabinet 
or as head of the government, but 
observes in one place: 

“The most beautiful moment in 
my public life was when in De- 
cember, 1932, 1 sacrificed a govern- 
ment over which I presided, in 
order to respect the signature of 
France and not to betray our com- 
mon memories of the last war.” 

That was when Herriot resigned 
as premier on the issue of the French 
debt to the United States, 

Herriot recalls his first visit to 
Britain in 1906, when, with a dele- 
gation from his city council, he 
visited several cities, and of the 
impression made upon him by 
the Englishman's love of liberty.”

| carried out. 

“It is welcome news that Mac-

States. Certainly no Prime Min- 
ister in any country of the Empire 
has realised more clearly* than 
Mackensie King the vital import- 
ance of the closest possible co- 
operation between the two great 
English-speaking peoples or 
worked harder to bring it about.”

Before leaving he asked Station-

British attempts to conclude an 
alliance with the Soviet Union in 

1939 were marked by the same 
lack of success from the Allied 
viewpoint and for much the same 
reasons, The British and French 
did not know what they were pre- 
pared to do to secure Soviet as- 
sistance and by that time they had 
decided that the Soviet Union had 
concluded a treaty with Germany, 
who had a very definite idea of 

what she wanted and how she 
could get it. German commercial 

counseler Hillger, who played a 
leading part in the Nasi negotia- 
tions with the Soviet, had lived 
almost his entire life in Russia. 

It is evident that the Moscow 
conference may be of tremendous 
importance to the Allies if it is 
properly managed and that it may 
be a complete fiasco if it is dorfe 
either halfheartedly or by people 
who do not know their business, In- 
dications now are that both the 
British and American governments } 
understand this and that they will 
send competent people to Moscow 


Those who have watched relations 
between the Soviet Union, Great 
Britain and tHe United States during 
the past generation view the com- 
ing Moscow conference with mixed 
feelings of great hope and trepida- 
tion, Relations between the Soviet 
Union and the western powers have 
been handicapped in the past by 
what the Russians themselves have 
regarded as rank amateurism on the 
democratic side. They have always 
recalled with undisguised cynicism 
the manner in which the United 
States undertook recognition of the 
Soviet Union in 1933, Those negotia- 
tions were conducted by President 
Roosevelt and William C. Bullitt 
(who subsequently became Am- 
erica’s first ambassador to newly 
recognized Moscow), on behalf of 
the United States, and by then 
Foreign Commissar Maxim M. Lit- 
vinov on behalf of the Soviet Union, 
EXPERTS EXCLUDED 

Roosevelt had never been in the 
Soviet Union and Bullitt had been 
there only for a brief and hurried 
visit more than 20 years before.

Mr. King Goes To England 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King is 
to be congratulated upon his decision to 
‘lend more vigorous support to the im- 
perial war effort by a long-awaited 


personal visit to England. 


His three-week visit, during which 


he will attend meetings of the British 


war cabinet, brings to two the number 


of Dominion prime ministers now sit- 
ting in at number 10 Downing Street. 

Rt. Hon. Peter Fraser, prime min- 
ister of New Zealand, has been in Lon- 
don: several weeks, and his scheduled 
departure was postponed a few days 

to permit further conferences on 
the tense situation in the Far East. 

Until this week, it has appeared 

bable a third Dominion prime min- 
foter, Rt. Hon. R. G. Menzies of Aus- 
tralia, would be in London shortly. But 
political difficulties have arisen and it 
appears the plan will be changed. 

At the urging of his cabinet, Mr. 
Menzies, who visited London earlier this 
summer, made preparations to return 
if Australia could participate directly 
in any decisions made with respect to 
Japan. 

His political opponents, however, 
are insisting that in going to London 
he should relinquish the premiership 
and stay in the British capital as a 
special plenipotentiary of the Common- 
wealth. This Mr. Menzies refused to do. 

Mr, King’s arrival in Britain leaves 
South Africa the only Dominion whose 
prime minister has not visited London 
since war began. 

The South African leader, Rt. Hon. 
Jan C. Smuts, has so far been too busy 
with military and political problems to 
accept Mr. Churchill's invitation. 

Field Marshal Smuts visited Cairo 
in the Spring to confer with General 
Wavell. A few days ago he was inspect- 
ing troops in Egypt. It is thought 
probable that he too may continue on 
to London to join in the imperial 
discussions. 

The close participation of the 
responsible heads of the various im- 
perial governments is a war develop- 
ment whose importance cannot be 
overestimated. } 

It is coming to be seen that the 
collaboration of war effort is even more 
important than the effort itself. 

If Mr. Churchill has found it neces- 
sary and important to talk personally 
with the head of a foreign state, how 
much more vital is it that he maintain 
personal contacts with those units of 
the Empire which are engaged as in- 
timately as Britain in the winning of 
the war.

This increasingly serious shortage of 
man power shows the absurdity of be- 
lieving that Britain does not require 
more men than she can secure within 
the British Isles to carry the war to a 
successful conclusion. 

Perhaps the ridiculous assumption 
that Britain needs no more men is based 
on @ gross misunderstanding of Mr. 
Churchill's famous statement, “'Give us 
the tools and we'll finish the job.” 

Mr. Churchill has never intimated 
that man power is not part of those 
“tools” he requests. Indeed, the an- 
nouncement that Britain will conscript 
women for war work makes it very 
clear, on the contrary, that man power 
is part of those desired “‘tools”. 

It would seem, at this stage, that a 
careful review of what Canada proposes 
to do in supplying man power to the 
war effort would be in order. 


Nazi Exhibitionism 


It may appear to be part of the 


romance of war that the Nazis should 


ve safe conduct to a squadron of 
ritish planes to drop an artificial leg | 
over the German lines for the use of 
legless Squadron Leader Douglas Bader 


who is held prisoner in a Nazi camp. 
It isn’t. 
It may look like a revival 


ment to a captured foe. 

Don't be misled by it. 

The Nazi Germans know perfectly 
well that they are held in utmost con- 
tempt by all decent soldiers for their 
ruthless method of fighting. And be- 
cause this contempt irritates them, 
wounds their vanity and is a psycho- 
logical liability in their plans to con- 
quer the world, they are desperately 
anxious to create another impression. 

So, without cost to themselves, they 
intdae this trifling gesture of gallantry 

is not true gallantry at all but 
mere salesmanship. 

In their more sentimental moments, 
whieh are fairly frequent, the Nazis 
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of the 
gallant days of chivalry that the Ger- 
mans should offer such generous treat- 
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like to think of themselves as knights 
in shining armor riding to bring the 
Pax Germanicus to the world. ey 
like the rest of the world to think of 
them in that way. 

So they offer this bit of typica) 
Nazi exhibitionism to bolster up the 
preposterous idea. 

It is im ible to connect generos- 
ity and gallantry with bombers of hos- 
pitals, killers of little children and old 
men, liars, thieves and oppressors. 

They might make a thousand such 
theatrical gestures without pore 4 
anyone to forget the murder of Britis 
civilians, 

Gallantry is completely foreign to 
their natures. You cannot think of 
gallantry and concentration camps in 
the same plane. 

Generosity is unknown to them. 
Generosity is not compatible with the 
spirit that machine-guns the pagsengers 
from a sinking ship. 

This Bader affair is as spurious as 
Hitler's claim to rule the world. 


South Atlantic Air Ferry 


The tremendous system of commun- 
ications organized to ensure Britain the 
full benefits of American war produc- 
tion receives a notable addition in the 
South Atlantic air ferry service. 

Together with existing shipping 
facilities, it represents for the Middle 
East a supply line comparable to the 
intricate North Atlantic system which 
keeps the British Isles supplied for war. 

The official statement in Washing- 
ton, announcing that the ferry service 


‘will be organized and operated by the 


Pan-American Airways System, em- 
phasizes the fact that importance of 
“this direct line of communication be- 
tween our country and strategic out- 
gag in Africa cannot be overestimat- 


To the United States, the term 
“strategic outposts’ means Dakar. This 
West African bastion points dagger-like 
towards the Western Hemisphere. The 
possibility of the Germans occupying 
this area with the acquiescence of Vichy 
has been a constant nightmare for the 
American authorities. 

For Britain, the new development 
means that when fighting is renewed 
in the Middle East, the air force is as- 
sured of a steady flow of bomber and 
reconnaissance aircraft not dependent 
upon sea transport.

Nazi Leaders Are Hated Because 
They Are Incarnations 
Of Pure Evil 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 

We all have pictures in our minds of 
Hitler and Goering and Goebbels and 
Himmler. And perhaps, because we have 
all been subjected to the same emotional 
strains, those pictures are built upon a 
similar pattern, 

Hitler appears on the screen of our 
fancy as a tense figure of furious anger. 
He is a screaming whirl- 
wind of wrath. He is the 
incarnation of frenzied 
hate. In the Nazi pan- 
theon, he is the god of 
violent death, the deity of 
destructive fury. 

Goering is the type of 
eold brutality, the beau 
ideal of the ruthless 


Prussian officer whose 
cruelty is all the more 
terrible because it is 


completely without the 
i ee a re a 

remorseless, ion juggernau 
that crushes without emotion, without 
feeling and without thought. 

Goebbels is the figure of spite. His 
instincts are petty and mean. He bites 
viciously in dark corners, like a rat. His 
violence is - neither ae eet like 
Hitler's, nor magnificently casual, like 
Goering’s. It has a treacherous quality 
tq it. He is the kind that stabs treacher- 
ously in the back. 

Himmier ig still another type, the in- 
carnation of heat without light. His is 
the malevolence that lives in darkness. 
Like the snake, he strikes without warn- 
ing. There is just a slight rustle of the 
leaves; then the poison is entered, and 
Himmler is gone. 

War Without Hate 

These are the pictures we have built 
up in our minds of the four leading Nazis, 
the men who inspire the German nation to 
deeds of black violence. 

They are probably false pictures be- 
cause we are blinded by prejudices and 
dislike. And then, too, we are all a little 
mad—as men must be mad who wage 
war. 

When we went into this war, we 
promised ourselves that we would try to 
remain sane and tranquil. There was even 
grandiloquent talk of a “war without 
hate.” . 
But, of course, we haven't remained 
sane and tranquil because you can’t retain 
those qualities and put a punch into your 
blows. Nor have we remained free of hate. 

Thus, we see these Nazi leaders through 
jaundiced eyes. 

We have lost sight of the Hitler who 
weeps over Wa ian melodies. We are 
blinded to the ring who pines over a 
dead wife. We forget that even Goebbels 
has been philanthropic and that Himmler 
is noted for his generosity and kindness 
to servants. 

So I suppose when sanity and tran- 
quillity return and when, in the years to 
come, Hitler et al come to be pitiful rather 
than menacing figures, we will say, as we 
did of the Kaiser, “They were not s0 
dreadful, after all.” 

I should like to utter a caution about

LONDON.—(By Wireless)—-The eight 
points jointly put forward by the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain and the Presi- 
dent of the United States as a basis of 
world peace are a revolutionary docu- 
ment. Simple, axiomatic, economical of 
phraseology, they constitute a bill of 
rights for nations and for the people in 
those nations. 

They offer no com- 
mon political formula for 
all men, but recognize the 
rights of nations for any 
form of government a4 
choose. Provided they 
not seek to impose it 
upon their neighbors. 

ey recognize that poli- 
tical differences are not 
incompatible with econ- 
omie collaboration and 
that such collaboration, if it be not in the 
interests of all, must rest upon common 
standards of labor and social security. 

The document again enunciates a com- 
mon. traditional policy of the English- 
speaking nations, freedom of the seas, and 
is thoroughly realistic in proposing to dis- 
arm aggressors while maintaining suffi- 
cient force to protect the aims enunciated 
unti] they are transformed into organiza- 
tion and practice. ° 

We may presume also that the points 
were elaborated after a consultation with 
the governments of the British Common- 
wealth and the heads of governments in 
London of the nations overrun by Adolf 
Hitler. The eight points forestall any peece 
offensive that might be launched by 
Hitler shouid he succeed in breaking the 
resistance of Russia.

By being generous, realistic and in 
harmony with the trends of the century 
toward national freedom, international 
social and 
economic security they should appeal to 
all reasonable men in Germany, if any 
such are left in that unhappy prison of

Nor can 
they be maintained in victory without a 
permanent close and brotherly collabora- 
tion between all parts of the English- 
speaking world—collaboration that in-

Like A House

The PBY is about the size of a house 
that politicians like to be born in, big 
enough to have comfort but not large 
enough to have airs. It is between log 
cabin and bungalow in size, and if parked 
on a corner lot would mark its owner as 
one who gave his family the comforts but 
not the luxuries, 

The PBY is one of those planes that in- 
spires confidence, You get in it with a 
feeling that you are coming back. It 
doesn’t get off the water as fast as some 
of the other Navy ships do, but you feel 
deep down inside, as it cuts the water for 
a take-off, that it definitely is going to get 
up and that once up it will stay up. It 
may not have the pick-up of a gull but it 
has the dependency of a pelican, and that 
is what you want in patro] flights that 
sometimes last as long as 30 hours. 

At the moment I am sitting in the ma- 
chine-gun “Blister”, near the tail of the 
ship. There is a gunner on my right and 
a gunner on my left. The Navy asked me 
not to tell you the calibre of the guns, so 
I will oblige by simply describing them as 
of about the same size that the tanks I saw 
at Fort Benning carried. And that they 
make a whack of a racket when fired.

Rides Evenly 
There was a sudden dive and the 
bombs on her wings swung from their 
racks and plummeted toward the sea. 
During all this the PBY rode as stead- 
ily as a transcontinental transport, and 
even when the “battle” was at its height 


. @ hostess could have walked the length of 


the ship with a cup of chocolate for a pas- 
senger without fear of being thrown off 
balance. 

To show a means of escape from 
enemy tormentors the PBY dropped down 
from her path in the stratosphere to with- 
in 25 feet of the ocean, She rode so close 
to the waves that I felt that I could lean 
from the gun “Blister” and drag my hands 
in the water as if I were riding in a rows 
boat. The big ship is safer near the water, 
At 25 feet no enemy fighter can get be- 
neath her, and she is vulnerable only from 
above. Even if hit and badly hurt, she has 
only to sink a few feet to ride the waves. 

We're heading home now. To what 
base I do not know. But I am keeping a 
sharp lookout for any possible conferences 
at sea. After what happened last week, 
there is no telling who is meeting out here, 
Who knows but what Ickes and all the 
filling station attendants are out here 
somewhere in the Atlantic ona secret cons 
clave to think’ up another measure to in- 
crease gasoline consumption.

France Organized 
On Medieval Lines 


VICHY, France, Aug. 21—(AP)-- 
Chief of State Marshal Petain yes- 
terday definitely ordered reorganiz- 
ation of unoccupiéd France along 
medieval provincial lines.

The 
new Focke-Wulf 190 radial-motor 
fighter, which rather resembles 
the Vultee Vanguard, “is unlikely 
to show much improvement on the 
MEI109F', and should not bother our 
newest Hurricanes and Spitfires, 
or still néwer Typhoons and Tor- 
nedos,”

CANADIAN FUNDS 

A bond maturity of $2,853,230, 
bearing coupon interest at six per 
cent, falls due on October 1. This 
is payable only in Canadian funds. 
It was issued on October 1, 1921, 
and the proceeds applied to Alberta 
Government Telephones work, The 
issue was in two sections, one for 
$1,800,000 and the other for $1,053,- 
230. 

The final maturity of the current 
calendar year will fall due on 
December 1, This issue of $700,000, 
six per cent bonds, is payable in 
Canada and New York. It was 
aeld in 1921 with preceeds devoted 
to the general revenue fund. 

On July 15 last the province de- 
faulted on a maturity of $750,000, 
bearing interest at 4% per cent, 
payable in Canadas and the United 
States. 


INTEREST PAID 

Since 1936 the province has de- 
faulted on all its maturing obliga- 
tions, totalling about $15,000,000, but 
interest has been continued at one- 
half the coupon rate. 

The amount in default will be 
taken into consideration in the dis- 
cussions between the government 
and its bondholders at the coming 
conference.

“AVERAGE” CAR TESTS 

The actual road testing and re- 
cording of fuel consumption was 
done by personnel of the National 
Bureau of Standards, with mechan- 
cal testing and adjustments per- 
formed by a qualified commercial 
shop, 

In selecting the cars for the tests, 
of which six were used, the assump. 
tion was that an “average” car is 


four years old.

3| For British Tank Factory 


FACTORY SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, Aug. 21—(BUP)—A cook 
who once worked for Britain's ph fev is helping make tanks for 
Britain's soldiers in this ear-splitting factory. 

She is Dora, who turned from the pots and pans of St. James palace 
to use Cincinnatimade machine tools on some of the lighter tasks of 
producing “Covenanters,” Britain's newest cruiser tanks which until now 

SS 


have been « military secret. 

She works in a factory which has 
been producing tanks a little more 
than a year but now holds the re- 
cord for a month's production of 
their size tank, competing against 
firms ‘which etarted long before. 
She works with travelling sales- 
men, bus conductors, milkmen, 
butchers, insurance ts, two pub 
Owners, a dental mechanic, ‘a coffin 
maker and a lion tamer, who gave 
up their occupations to hélp the 
war effort. 


RACE WINNER 

The factory's chief test driver is 
a horee trainer who handled the 
Grand National winner about 10 
years ago, and who believes horses 
are easier to handle than tanks. 

The tools are as diverse as the 
persong who operate them. Most are 
British, but the turret rings are 
being tooled by a machine from 
Wilmington and several mechanical 
monsters are labelled “American”. 

The Covenanter is named for the 
Scots who fought for religious free- 
dom and won it In 1638, It is de- 
signed to act as a fast-moving 
screen for heavier tanks, Its guns 
have unusual striking power. 

Tt takes only a very short time, 
but terrific noise, to convert a col- 
lection of turret plates, gun-mounts 
and treads into a fighting unit 
which leaves the factory under its 
own power, Ton for ton, @ tank 
requires as many rivets as a sky- 
scraper, and it seems as if every 
second worker is pounding red-hot, 
electrically heated rivets with a 
pneumatic hammer all the time. 


15-MILE TEST 


I saw a tank roll off the assembly 
line that had been finished in one 
third of the time required for the 
first one constructed here. A huge 
crane picked it up and carried it 
out of the factory. Then it went 
careening across country in a 75- 
mile test before it was delivered to 
the army. 

Until a year ago, this factory 
made lots of heavy equipment, but 
none of it was for military service. 
Called on to produce tanks, it en- 
larged its personnel, hiring even a 
few 14-year-olds. 

These youngsters seemed to be 
working twice as hard 4s anyone 
else. One gave me a dirty-faced grin 
and said: 

“If only old Hitler could see me 
now!”
